This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claim(s) 1-16, drawn to peptides and methods of using the peptides. 

Group II, claim(s) 17-19, drawn to polynucleotides encoding the peptides, and vectors 
and cells comprising the polynucleotides. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Peptides and polynucleotides do not have a common 
property or activity, and do not share any significant structural elements. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Peptides identified as SEQ ID NOST-8, 10, 12, 14, 17, and 19-24 (see pages 3-4 of the 
specification). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An

Claim 15 (SEQ ID NOS: 10 and 12). [It should be noted that although claim 15 is dependent 
upon claim 13, claim 15 does not recite peptide species which are species of claim 13. SEQ ID 
NOS: 10 and 12 do not comprise an N-terminal glutamic acid residue as is required by claim 13.] 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The peptide species differ significantly in terms of 
amino acid sequence. Search of one sequence will not necessarily identify prior art relevant to 
the patentability of the other peptide species.
